SCHOOL REPORT, 


We believe the school year now closed to have been a prosperous 
one. The schools have been well attended. The teachers as a rule 
have honestly tried to do their work well, and the scholars have 
been well disposed and have given us very little trouble. We 
think there has been a steady improvement in the character of the 
schools and the behavior of the pupils. We think the terms have 
been long enough. After about so many weeks the children get 
tired and the schools cease to be profitable. If we are to have 
more schooling, we want an extra term, not longer terms. There 
was not money enough for an extra term, so we thought best to 
save what was left for another year in the hope that then we might 
have an extra term. Many of our people want the children to 
have more schooling. It is a question in our minds whether it 
would be better to have an extra term all round, or to have the 
extra money expended in maintaining a high and grammar school 
for the larger pupils of the town. In Hancock we understand they 
have two terms all round and a high school in the winter in the 
center of the town. With a little extra money we can do better 
than that. We could have two terms all round and in the winter 
a high and a grammar school in the two rooms in the new school 
house. The Board feel themselves to be but the servants of the 
people, and their only wish in the matter is to take the course that 
will satisfy our people. We believe we have as bright and capable 
children as any town in the world, and we would like to see them 
have every advantage possible, so that the people who celebrate the 
two hundredth anniversary of Greenfield may say of us, with all 
our faults we looked well after the interests of our children. Let 
us not forget that we are making the history of our second century 
of existence as a town. Shall we not try to make such a history as 
our children’s children shall not need to be ashamed of ? Let the 
dead past bury its dead. Weneed to put forth our best endeavors 
as a united and intelligent community if we are to keep up with 
the procession in the onward movement of this great nation 
towards an ideal civilization.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Greenfield, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said town, on 
Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


1st. To choose a Moderator for the unexpired term. 
2d. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


3d. To hear the reports of Selectmen, Treasurer, Overseer of the 
Poor, School Board, Liquor Agent, and Auditors, and pass any vote in 
relation thereto. 


4th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay 
town debts, defray town charges, and appropriate the same. 


5th. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise to re- 
pair Highways, and appropriate the same. 


6th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to pur- 
chase a Snow Roller, or take any action relative thereto. 


7th. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of two hundred . 
dollars to be appropriated for schools the present year in addition to 
that required to be raised by law, or take any action concerning the 
same. 


8th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of twenty-five dollars annually, to be expended toward the maintain- 
ance of a free public library in comphance with the public statutes of 
New Hampshire’s General Laws, chapter 8, sections 21-26. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to paint the village school house, 
raise and appropriate money for that purpose, or take any action 
relative thereto. 


10th. To see if the town will vote to concrete a walk from the 
terminus of a walk near the post office to some point at or near the 
depot in the village, raise and appropriate the sum of three hundred 
dollars for that purpose, or take any action concerning the same. 


lith. Toseeif the town will vote to accept the trust by the pro- 
visions of the will of the late Selinda Holt, or take any action relative 
thereto. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to build a division fence between 
the land of Wm. Atherton and picnic grounds, or take any action 
relative thereto. 


18th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money not to exceed twenty-five dollars for the Veterans’ Association. 
of Greenfield, for Decoration Day, or take any action thereon.- 


14th. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
